A bill is pending to incorporate the 
Ohio River Ferry Company. They hare 
the right to establish a ferry at any point 
on the rlTeir abote Newport, Ky. Incor- 

lioralors: AOfBStUS Honshall, Lewis 
Hood and Oharloa L. Brown. Capital 
stock, $100,000. The eompany ia to be- 
gin operations and expand net IdH than 
$10,000 within two years. 

Mr. Reynolds has introduced a bill to 
organise and establish a system of public 
graded schools at Carlisle. 

The bill authorizing; the Governor to 
appoint a apecial Jadge to bold court 
when from any cause the aerricea of the 
regular Jndge cannot he procured passed. 
So baa the bill to fix the boundary be- 
tween the eoantles of Ifaaon and Flem- 

inkf. 

Senator Gilbert has introduced an act 
amendatory of the school tax laws. It 
provides for a per capita tax of $2, in ad- 
dition to the valorem tax. 

Mr. Needham offered a bill for the 
protection of school houses and churches 
in thia Commonwealth, prohibiting the 
sale of liiiu )rt vrithin three nii1e<s of such 
institntious outside the limits of any cor- 
porate town. In town a thousand feet is 
the nearest liquor shall be sold. 

Representative Needham, of Qrant 
County, haa introdneed a bill on pablie 
morals which "proTides that it ahall be 
unlawful for any person to keep any 
house of ilUtasMt amigBatien or proatitu- 
tion in this Commonwealth. OfTenses 
are to be punished by a fine of $200 or 
iaaprisonment in the county jail not less 
than three months, or both fine and im- 
prisonment. Every thirty days which 
anch unlawfal house is kept is deemed a 
separate offense. Any person who shall 
act as agent, solicitor or proenreM for any 
such house is deemed guilty of a felony, 
and shall be punished by imprisonment 
in the penitentiary from two to ten years. 
Persons knowingly renting premises for 
the unlawful purposes described are ''lia- 
ble to a flne of from $180 to $1,000. Per- 
sons are enjoined from Tif^iting such un- 
lawful places under penaltr of from $50 
to $100." 

Mr. Needham also introduced a bill 
which provides "that any person who 
shall set up for himself or heraeU or an- 
other and keep any bawdy-hease, gamb- 
liuK-houae or puol-room, or who shall aid 
or abet in so doing, ahull, on indictment 
and conviction, be fined not less than 
$100 nor more than $510 or imprison- 
ed in the coanty juil or work-house 
not less than one nor more than six 
months." For a seoond offenae the pen- 
alty is to be doubled,Tand a third offense 
is to be deemed a felony, puniabable by 
confinement in the penitentiarT from one 
to five years. 

The proscribed haasas are described 
minutely. A pool-room within the mean* 
ing of this bill is a place where persons 
assemble ta wager or bet ou the result of 
any horse race, base hall game, or test of 
spaed or skill. The pool-room clanse 
does not, however, apply to race tracks 
during regular race meetings. 

It is fufther provided that a person 
called to testify shall not be excused from 
so doing because such teatirnony may 
criminate or disgrase the person testify- 
ing, and no person other than a keeper of 
■A disorderly hausa so testifying; truth- 
fully shall thereafter he convicted of the 
oflenae eonoeming which he or aha bus 
ao teatifle d.
